Washington, Oct. 28.—Prof. Cleveland 
Abbe, known as "The father 
of 
the 
weather bureau/' died here today after 
an illness of a year. 


The 
present-day 
system 
of 
daily 
weather forecasts, with which every por- 
tion of the United States, -nowever re- 
mote, is now thoroughly familiar, is the 
outgrowth 
of 
a 
weather-prediction 
service which Cleveland 
Abbee 
estab- 
lished locally in Cincinnati, O., when he 
was 
the 
director of the observatory 
there, in 1869. 


In beginnig hia astronomical work at 
Cincinnati, in May, 1868, Prof. Abbe 
expressed to the Chamber of Commerce 
of that city his willingness 
to 
make 
daily predictions of the weather for the 
benefit of the citizens. 
His proposition 
was accepted, and the work actually be- 
gan in September, 1869, by the publi- 
cation of a daily bulletin of weather, 
telegrams and probabilities. 


The success of his scheme led some 
of his friends to introduce a re.solution 
'calling upon congress to establish a na- 
tional bureau of storm warnings for the 
benefit of commerce. 


This bureau was established by joint 
resolution of February 4, 1870, and its 
conduct was entrusted to General A. J. 
Myer, then chief 
signal 
officer of the 
army. 
He 
adopted 
into his weather 
bureau all the 
important 
features of 
Prof. Abbe's work at Cincinnati and, in 
January, 1871, invited him to come to 
Washington as his scientific assistant. 


The regular tri-daily issue of "prob- 
abilities" began in February, 1871, and 
was kept up by Prof. Abbe until others 
could be trained for this service. 
These 
forecasts were published throughout the 
country anonomously 
as 
official docu- 
ments, and the cognomen of "Old Prob," 
which had been invented in Cincinnati, 
was soon widely applied to their author. 


MR. M'AOOO 
MAKES 
CLAIMS. 


Washington, Oct. 28.—Great Britain's 
note in reply to American representa- 
tions against the commercial blacklij-t 
was received today at the state- depart- 
uient. 
Arrangements regarding its pub- 
lication will be made later. 


It is understood to reiterate the con- 
tention of the right to blacklist, but of- 
fers methods of relief to Americans iu 
certain 
circumstances. 


The British note is in replj' to the

nounced the blacklist as "an arbitrary 
interference with

trade" and 
"inconsistent 
with

justice, 
sincere amity and 
impartial 
fairne»- 
which should characterize the dealings 
of friendly governments with one an- 
other." 


The names of some American firms 
already have been taken from the black- 
list afld the British note is understooi 
to offer means of removing others. 
The British Argument. 


The British note is understood to take 
the line of argument that it is unprece- 
dented for a neutral to claim that a bel- 
ligerent should in effect compel its sub- 
ject to. trades with Jthe enemy and that 
itTViolates jio TS^r for the British' gov- 
ernment to prevent its subject from do- 
ing so. 


While the British government admit» 
the rights of all 
persons 
in 
neutral 
countries to engage in legitimate com- 
mercial transactions, it argues that such 
a right does not limit the right of other 
governments to restrict the activities of 
their own nationals. 


The Point at Issue. 


The point at issue in the controversy 
is whether the nationality or the domi- 
cile of the owner of goods gives charac- 
ter as neutral or belligerent. 
Previou.sb 
Great Britain 
and the United 
States 
have agreed that domicile was decisive 
regardless of nationality. 
The conti- 
nental European 
point has been that, 
nationality was decisive. 
In the previ- 
ous negotiations over the blacklist, Great 
Britain took a position between the two 
theories. 


The subject probably will be carricd 
on in further diplomatic correspondence.

5'ou have to decide one week from next 
Tuesday is whether it shall be prema- 
turely interrupted, perhaps for a gen- 
eration to come, and all the generous 
forces of the age and of 
the world 
thrown back upon themselves in dis- 
couragement and confusion. 


"The progi-am remaining is as great 
as the program accomplished. 
The 
procedure of our courts Is antiquated 
and a hindrance, not an aid, in the 
just administration of the law. 
We 
must simplify and reform it as other 
enlightened nations 
have 
done, and 
make courts 
of justice 
out of our 
courts of law. We must seek and find 
the means of bringing capital and la- 
bor to a clear understanding of their 
common interests, which are no other 
than the Interests of the nation itself 
as a community. 
We must release our 
great undeveloped 
natural 
resources 
upon some sensible plan of use and 
conservation. 
We must 
recruit 
the 
votes of forward-looking men by the 
votes of women so that we may have 
a fresh Insight in all matters of social 
reform and move more certainly and 
more promptly in the solution of the 
many new problems of society with 
which the law, must henceforth deal. 
We must unite the Americas, North 
and South, in a new sympathy and 
co-operation. 
We must seek Justice 
and the right through every channel 
that offers; and we must put America 
in all Its force. In all its wealth, alike 
of physical power and spiritual en- 
thusiasm. at the service of the other 
nations of the world when peace comes 
on the other side of the seas, to make 
that peace permanent by establishing 
it on the everlasting foundations of 
right, co-operation, equality and jus- 
tice. These things we must do »nd all 
else that may serve mankind. 


Co-operation Is Motto. 


"And our motto must be "CO-OPER- 
ATION." the union, hot the hostile ri- 
valry, of the forces of society within 
the nation and within the family of 
nations. The interests of mankind can 
never again be served by aggression; 
the Interest of no nation or group of 
nations can ever again be served by 
aggression. 
The contests of jealousy 
are as bitter and as dangerous as the 
contests of arms. 
The world must 
henceforth seek the means of accom- 
modation, not the means of arresting 
quarrels merely. 
The nation we love 
and serve must be among the first and 
foremost of those that rise to the new 
ideals with spirit and wall-dlrected 
force. 
Our own reforms, our own ac- 
tions in the Interest of Justice and hu- 
manity must 
be the 
earnest of our 
spirit and purpose in the affairs of the 
world outside our own borders. 


"Such is the prospect, such is the 
program, my fellow-citizens, to which 
we look forward, to which It Is our 
purpose to move, forward with enthu- 
siasm and Irrlslstlble ardor. 
We will 
not pause In the midst of our tartt. We 
know that we stand at one of the most 
critical Junctures in the history of the 
world, when all hopes hmng in the bal- 


men. through timidity or fear or jeal- 
ousy, to delay or hinder or embarrass 
us. 
Reaction can have no place of 
tolerance amongst us when all the 
world waits upon those who plan jus- 
tice and progress. 
I summon you. not 
only to sustain, but to swell the hosts 
that have their faces now set toward 
the light, their eyes lifted to the hori- 
zon where the dawn of a new age be- 
gins to brighten; and I summon you 
with confidence, with a certain expec- 
tation of the part America and her 
great people are to play when the dawn 
broadens into day."

Petrograd, Oct. 10.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—The housing 
problem in Petrograd has become more 
and 
more serious, as refugees 
have 
poured in, overcrowding 
the 
hotels, 
filling all available lodgings, and pro- 
ducing a state of congestion through- 
out the city. 
It has proved 
particu- 
larly perplexing to thousands of uni- 
versity students. 
At present there is 
hardly 
an 
unoccupied apartment in 
the city, nor a vacant room in any of 
the houses which ordinarily let rooms. 
Private 
families in comfortable 
cir- 
cumstances without the slightest need 
of eking out an income by taking in 
lodgers, have in many cases generously 
yielded to the tremendous demand for 
rooms, and disposed of them at high 
prices to a panicky public which filled 
j them with the celerity and 
eagerness 
of persons confronted with the pros- 
pect of sleeping In the parks. 


The predicament of the student class, 
which having little money to spend, has 
naturally been unable to compete in 
the scramble for rooms with doubled 
or trebled prices, had been the sub- 
ject of several conferences of the uni- 
versity faculties which have made ap- 
peals to the city authorities to take 
Immediate measures to provide for the 
large number 
of 
homeless students. 
Many of these students are now sleep- 
ing on park benches, or spending the 
night in walking the streets, while the 
more fortunate ones are sharing rooms 
which^as many as five or six have tak- 
en together. 


One iiroposal is that hotel proprietors 
be compelled to give a certain number 
of rooms at a low rate to students. An- 
other is that some of the moving pie- 
ture theaters be converted into lodging 
houses, and that the Idle steamboats 
on the Neva be requisitioned.

protection for their lives and property 
That principle I believe in, but perform 
ances have not matched 
promises. 


"We shall have no peace, no security 
unless Ave maintain our self-respect, un- 
less we have the esteem and friendshij 
of all nations, unless the American flag 
means justice, courteous treatment, but 
firm and 
unflinching 
insistence 
upon 
American rights with respect to lives 
property and commerce on land and sea 
throughout the world."

"Scales are especially needed now when 
butter is forty cents a pound, potatoes 
three cents a pound, and chicken twenty- 
five cents a pound. 
A series of short 
weights soon 
counts 
several 
dollars,"

He calls attention to a case which hap-

housewife 
bought one hundred pounds of cabbage at 
six cents a pound.

says. 
"I have been called several times 
in the past few days where potatoes were 
sold on the short weight plan. In nearly 
every case 
there 
were 
twelve pounds 
where fifteen pounds were bargained for. 
It makes a hard life for hubby." 


Tolan says a pair of spring scales will 
do 
for 
the 
ordinary housewife. 
They 
cost from seventy-five cents to a dollar 
at the hardware store. 
They will last a 
life time if kept dry. They are the kind 
that we used to borrow from the neigh- 
bors with which to weigh the babv, until 
he was bigger than twentv-four pounds. 
They can be used for weighing anything 
by the aid of a little mathematical cal- 
culation, Tolan points out. 


Appeals For Co-Operation. 
T also want to make an appeal for 
better spirit of co-operation from house- 
wives," Tolan continued. 
"I will sight a 
case of Friday morilfing. 
I was called 
over the telephone by a woman who said 
her grocer had sold her short weight. I 
told her I would investigate.

fused to give me the name ')f the grocer. 
Many of them do that.

Untiltehe women help

Tolan will petition the city council a t 
their next meeting to build a little shed 
at the south end of the city hall for 
weigiiing use on market days. 
He will 
have a pair of automatic scales put in 
the little, three sided room. 
The scales 
will weigh accurately up to 200 pounds. 


People who buy on the market can step 
into the small enclosure and weigh any 
articles they buy. 
It will stop much of 
the short weight practice along the mar- 
ket, Tolan thinks. 


Tolan is always 
rushed 
on market 
mornings. He is called many times to in- 
vestigate short weight charges. General- 
ly the complaint is about butter, he says. 
Many of the farmers' butter prints do 
not turn out a full pound of butter, Tol- 
an says. 


Much of the short weighing in but- 
ter is unintentional," Tolan says. "Some 
farmers use a 
sixty-five 
cent 
pair of 
scales which were purchased from Sears 
and Roebuck ten years ago and which 
have been allowed to get rusty. 
The 
farmers weigh their goods as honestly 
as such scales will allow." 


"But a pair of public market scales 
will stop much of the trouble and will 
save me the fruitless effort of hunting 
for farmers who have left for home after 
they sold the last thirteen-ounee print of 
butter for a pound."

gers. 
Xo thief nor robber will ever 
harass us with the feeling of insecurity. 
Our treasures there will be forever .safe 
from the hand of theft and the subtle 
invasion of destructive agencies. 
No 
hostile army will ever throw the inhab- 
itants into a state of panic, nor will 
sleepless nights be passed through the 
wearing dread of enemy aircraft drop- 
ping bombs from the sky. 
So secure 
will the redeemed feel that they will 
never ask to havo the gates shut. 
"And 
the gates of the citj' shall not be shut 
at all by day." 
And since there shall 
be no night there, tiie gates will never 
be closed.

Henry Ward Heecher has said: "Heaven 
is a place of restless activity, the abode

David

Jsaiah will sweep 
nobler 
and

strains in eternity, and the minds of the 
saints, imclogged by cumbersome 
clay, 
will forever feast on the banquest of 
rich and glorified tliought."

The other extreme opinion 
declares 
t^hat our heavenly employments will not 
bo related in any way to our earthly 
capacities and 
employments. 
We do 
know that in heaven our rewards will 
be proportioned to our faithfulness in 
service. 
The man whose pound £rained 
ten pounds will be given authority over 
ten cities while he whose pound gained 
but five pounds will be given authoritv 
over live cities. 
Now, if God in heaven 
employs the redeemed 
aa 
they 
have 
-Shown themselves faithful and capable 
in laboring for Him here, will He not 
ikewise have us serve Him along the 
hne of the capacities with

Certainly our capacity

but the trained lapidary. 


And in our knoTi^ledge of one another 
we mu^t reckon with a strange 
trait 
in human nature. 
And it is this: While 
there is no preponderance of evidence ia 
favor or against an individual we arc 
apt to place the emphasi« on the evil 
rather than the good. 
I t seems so mucii 
easier to believe the evil than the good. 


But God knows us with perfect knowl- 
edge, and He can find the good in us 
as well as the evil. 
And while much 
that is good in others elude« our super- 
ficial gaze, God knows. 
And in the day 
of perfect light there will appear many 
hitherto undiscovered kings and queens. 
"He knoweth our frame; He remember- 
eth that avc are dust."-—Th® Methodist 
(Baltimore). 


It is a great comfort to believe tliat 
God knows us better than any human 
being 
does. 
Tennyson 
said: 
"Utter 
knowledge is but utter love." 
This is 
not the popular conccption of 
knowl- 
edge. 
Most of us believe that "famil- 
iarity breeds contempt." 
We recall how 
the fuller knowledge has shattered many 
of our idols. 
In childhood 
we 
took 
Bverything at its face value; but wher. 
we came to know men better, it was to 
get a knowledge of their glaring faults 
and our high estimate of them fell. 


But God has perfiict knowledge of us. 
and yet he has perfect love for us. 
It 
is said of Jesus that "He knew what 
was in man," and also that He "knew 
from the beginning who they were that 
believed not, and who 
should 
betray 
Him." 
But with all His love for hu- 
manity never failed. 
And why? 
Be- 
cause His knowledge was perfect knowl- 
edge; that is, He knows all of man, 
his virtues as well as his faults; and 
He finds in each one of us something 
which sustains His love. 


I t is not so betwtien man and man. 
Many times our prejudices blind us t«") 
another's, faults. 
Some defect 
in 
an 
.individual stands out di.stinctly lo our 
vision until wc can sec nothing else. 
'Often our preiudice» maJs« us uawinin£ 


be accepted as truth in heaven. 
And he 
who has learned some truth about God 
through methematics, 
through 
poetry, 
through 
art, 
through 
science, 
and 
through music will be just that 
much 
farther advanced in the school of heaven. 
And it also seems reasonable to believe 
that those to whom God has given the 
argest talents will see with wider vision 
,nd will understand 
more 
comprehen- 
ively than those who are more meager- 
Jy endowed. 
I make this declaration on 
the supposition that these persons had 
been equally faithful in this world, for 
oar station in heaven is to be conditioned 
upon our earthly faithfulness. But as- 
Biiuing that there has been equal faith- 
fulness, will there not be an outreach 
after the things of God proportioned up- 
on the capacities he has given us? Will 
not David, for instance, be one of the 
musical geniuses of heaven as he was 
of this earth, ever discovering through 
the magic of music deeper truths about 
God than will the vast majority of the 
redeemed. 
Will not 
Isaiah, with 
his 
marvelous poetic talent, discover beau- 
tiful poetic truth to which most of us 
will be blind? 
Will not Paul, with his 
profound insight into theological truth, 
scale 
heights 
and 
fathom depths 
of 
knowledge unattainable by the rest of 
us? 
Will not John, with his great ca- 
pacity to love, mine 
richer 
treasures 
from the mountains 
of 
God's 
infinite 
love than we will bo able to do? 
In a 
word, is it 
highly 
probable that 
the 
Father, who has given us great variety 
of talent, will keep in mind our peculiar 
endowments when he commissions us to 
serve him? 
May he not send some one. 
of peculiar tenderness of heart upon a 
mission of mercy to the ends of the uni- 
verse—to nourish a languishing Hagar 
or to provision a hungry and discour- 
aged Elijah? 
May he not send some 
Boanerges to proclaim 
a 
message 
of 
stern justice? 
May he not send a Barn- 
abas as a "son of consolation" to com- 
fort some sorrowing soul? 
May he .lot 
send some miisical genius to lead in a 
heavenly song of praise on a 
distant 
planet just as the angels sang above 
the hills of Bethlehem? 
May he not 
commission a Paul, 
with 
his 
mighty 
grasp of theological truth, to instiuct 
multitudes of the redeemed in the deep 
things concerning himself ? 
Of 
course 
we cannot speak with authority 
ton- 
cerning these things, for they have not 
been revealed clearly in the Bible. 
But 
we think enough has been revealed to 
deduce tlie suggestions just made as rea- 
sonable inferences. 


But whatever our employment there, 
one thing is certain—it will be holy and 
jjyful endeavor. 
In heaven no one will 
ever labor with heavy heart. 
There no 
hand will ever grow weary and no heart 
will ever sink beneath the waves of dis- 
couragement. 
j^l will be joyful service, 
and all service will be joy. 
And so, as 
the ceaseless ages roll on, God's redeem- 
ed servants shall serve Him in holy and 
joyful activity.—Rev. E.

honored mustache of the English sol- 
dier may soon be a thing of the past. 
By a revised army regulation it is now 
made optional and already thousands 
of the 
carefully 
cultivated 
hirsute 
adornments have fallen before the ad- 
vance of the grim reaper—usually some 
Drand of American safety razor. 


Old-timers in the army regret the 
passing of the "mark of the soldier," 
but the youngsters 
who 
have 
been 
struggling lately to grow a respectable 
appearing mustache have breathed 
a 
distinct sigh of relief. 
It was com- 
paratively easy in the old days to con- 
trol the army mustache but In the tre- 
mendous new fighting machine 
now 
martialed under the Union Jack they 
had gotten completely "out of bounds" 
and had begun to border on the ridicu- 
lous. 


So an order has been issued strik- 
ing out the fateful words, "but not the 
upper lip" from paragraph No. 1696 of 
the king's regulations. This paragraph 
originally read: 


"The hair of the head will be kept 
short. The chin and under- lip will bo 
shaved but not the upper lip. 
Whis- 
kers, if worn, will 
be of 
moderate 
length." 


In an attempt to comply with the 
regulation, and at the same time to 
enjoy the freedom of a clean-shaven 
face, upper lip and all, many of the 
new subalterns and Tommies developed 
what is known 
as the 
tooth-brush 
mustache. 
There were such variations 
as the "tusk," the "flytrap," the "flick 
sardonic" and 
the 
"gingered 
pert," 
while some even went so far as to af- 
fect a "kaiser twist." There wei-e still 
others who declined to refer to their 
attempts at an outward and visible 
sign of martial valor as anything but 
"It." 


It Is a salve to the old soldier that 
the new rule is merely optional. 
It 
would be a great grief to many of the 
old sergeants-major to part with the 
splendid, branchin?? twlrlios they have 
cultivated over five and twenty years. 
And then, too, it would be entirely out 
of the question to annihilate the old 
tradition at one fell swoop. 


The change to- smooth upper lips Is 
already strikingly noticeable in Lon- 
don, while at the front there no doubt 
has been EL great scraping of razors in 
the first line trenches. 
It is estimated 
the new order will result in much time- 
saving to the ofTicers and soldiers, for 
it does not require so long merely to 
"mow" the upper lip as it did to care- 
fully cultivate a bit of downy fluff that 
would pass muster on inspection days.

Kumo companions made in the dining room of a 
large New York restaurant was related by Dr. 
Hirsch appropos of the cunning of the rat In 
getting what he wants. 


A harn was hung from the celling In 
the 
center of the room so that tho end of the hara 
was several feet above the floor. There was no 
way rats could 
reach the ham 
by 
climbing 
along the walls. 
The lights were then lowered 
and the party, at a f a r corner of the 
room 
waited for results. 


"We 
didn't 
have 
long 
to wait," 
he 
said. 
"Pretty soon a rat was drawn by the scent of 
:he ham, and ran under it. 
' m e rat made sev- 
eral jumps In a vain effort to reach It, then ran 
around the walls seeking a place to climb up. 
Baffled in this, the rat pauaed for a minute, 
irresolutely, then ran out of the room. 


"Did the rat give up the Idea of getting tho 
ham? 
Not a bit of it. 
In a moment the same 
rat 
with 
four 
companions 
returned 
and 
all 
gathered 
for a 
conference 
under 
the 
ham. 
Thereupon one rat Jumped upon the shoulders 
of the first rat, and so on, until the new ar- 
rivals formed a pyramid. 
The top rat 
was 
then about 2 feet from the ham, and in a quick 
jump reached it. 
A bite or two of its sharp 
teeth severed the cord and the rats had 
tho 
ham. 


"There is no limit to the ingenuity of 
the 
rat," commented Dr. Hirsch, "and this is only 
one example of it. 
If as much attention were 
paid to the habits of the rat and other vermin 
as is paid to trivial things, tne people would 
know more about how to combat tiie scourge. 


"For Instance, a simple way to keep rats out 
of a room is to round the corners of the doors 
y,,:. 
see a rat hole in the middle of a

i>."=ich is frequently asked. 


"Only when cornered or deliberately attacked 
•t\'hen starving," Is his invariable reply to this 
question. 
"If you corner a rat in a room," Dr. 
Hirsch said, "all you need do is open a win- 
dow and the rat will make a leap for f r e e d o m - 
no matter if the room is on the first or the 
tenth floor of a building. 


"The rat, you know, fears man most of all, 
because it realizes that man Is its most formid- 
able foe. 
Xext. a rat fears a cat most, be- 
cause cats are quicker than dogs." 


Dr. Hirsch exhibited a scar on one of 
his 
hands. 


"There is the mark of the only time I was 
ever bitten by a rat In all my experience in 
catching them," he explained. 
"That occurred 
one night while I was in a dark 
warehouse 
catching rats by hand—that :s, vith a small 
pinchers attached to my hand. 
The owner of 
the warehouse refused to let me use poison or 
a light, and I had been working two days trap- 
ping rats as they came out of their hole, from 
•which they were drawn by a fine powder of

Unconsciously 
in

turbulent 
tones 
the mind turns to the legions of 
Eu- 
W)pe or the Orient 
for an answer. 
But 
no 
>rmy Is as numerous or no field marshal has 
tho cunning of the foe with which the United 
Btatea is foe« to face today, and Is not prepared 
to meet. 
More than that, the enemy is already 
within the borders of the nation. Dr. 
Hirsch 
lays. 


The foe is the rat. 
Dr. Hirsch knows what he is talking about. 
He has studied rats and mice and other ver- 
min for forty years and his experiments and 
experiences have given him an amazing knowl- 
>dge of the harm done annually to the human 
race by the ravages of the rat. 


It is all the more startling when Dr. Hirach 
points out that 150 years ago there were com- 
narativeiy 
few 
rats 
in 
the 
Lnited 
States 
irm Its aujaceni 
territory. 
T.ie Indians 
did 
aot know what U^e rat was. 
Ships from h^urope 
\rsi brought the scourge to our chores. 


Dr. Hir.sch, the biggest foe of the rat world, 
ind slayer of iJillions of the rodent famliy, be- 
ieves tiie i ounti-y should know something about 
.-ats in order to combat their ravages. 
They 
are far the greatest 
carriers of disease, 
he 
»K.serts. 


. (. you know, for Instance, that the rat is 
than you are. 
He hasn't more brains, 
t:: iii 
vvf:.ight goes, but wJiat he has, coupled 
iv;Lh h..i instinct for self-preservation, 
makes

"Something inexplicable seems to warn 
the 
rat of coming danger," said Dr. Hirsch. 
"My 
experiences have shown me that hours before 
a iire breaks out in a large building the rats 
lave begun to leave it. 
Perhaps the first faint 
;un 
of 
smoke somewhere 
in a 
corner 
was 
»nough to warn them! 


"If you can, watch 
a rat when a 
severe 
worm is approaching. 
The rat becomes rest- 


less and runs somewhat aimlessly about. T h e / 
arc 
sure 
cyclone 
Indicators m 
that 
respect. 
Their keen foresight teaches them 
something 
Is going to happen." 


Dr. Hirsch says the rat is the real disciple 
of tho survival of the 
fittest 
theory, and this 
is one reason 
why 
the rat 
race has 
never 
deteriorated. 


"You will never see a lame or blind rat or 
one deformed in any way," Dr. Hirsch 
ex- 
plained. 
"The reason is that the mother rat 
will kill at birth any of the Utter which is de- 
formed. 
More than that, If the rat colony be- 
comes overpopulated the mother rats will kill 
two or three of their offspring at birth to keep 
down the census 
figures." 


Dr. Hirsch says he cannot understand 
why 
canary birds are household pets. 
He asserts a 
better pet for the home would be a . mouse. 
Mrs. Lover of Birds, exchange your canary for 
a mouse If you believe in hygiene! 


"The canary bird Is a germ carrier," said th^ 
professor," while the mouse Is the cleanest 
animals and absolutely harmless. 
Why shon! ; 
a woman, therefore, fondle and kiss a caPfiry 
and then .lump on a chair when a mouse hap- 
pens to Ptray 
into the apartment?

Dr 
liirs' 
told 
of 
f^xperiments

He told of catch- 
ing a number of rats and putting them in a 
closed room, and then throwin«r In a rat which 
had been purposely maimed. 
The normal rats 
Instantlv greeted the new arrival with derision 
and KHled It. 


Thf 
female of the rat species, according to 
the 
ifeldelberg rat expert. Js not only 
more 
deadly than the male, but is a suffragette and 
the boss of the household. 
Rvery rat colony- 
rats live in colonies because of their 
hl.^hly 
developed 
social 
instincts—according 
to 
Dr. 
Hirsch, is ruled over by a queen rat, usually 
one about 8 years old, the maximum of rats. 


"Tho queen it»," said Dr. Hliveh, 
"is not 
only more powerful in battle, but Is f a r wiser 
than her sisters and brothers, and it is 
by 
reason of this she really becomes the ruler of 
the colony. 
The other rats rely upon the queen 
for protection. 
Should ycu by any chance ki! 
the queen the other rats will leave the bullo 
ing for good, because a panic comes over them 
I always keep a sharp lookout for the queen ra\ 
when I am ridding a place of the pests, but the 
queen Is pretty sharp and hard to kill." 


Dr. Hirach doesn't place much reliance In the 
rat trap as an efficient means of killing rata. 
H e relies ui>on chemicals, the diilerent mixture.s 
being the result of years' work in the labora- 
tories. 
Did you ever wonder why that 
new 
r a t trap you bought has become a useless ar- 
ticle of furnltur* a f t e r the first two or three 
days of use? 


The explanation is this: 
R a t s are never de- 
ceived by the same 
ruse for any length of 
time. 
However tempting the bait the rat rea- 
sons out 
that, 
since the installation 
of 
tho 
new devise, five or ten members of the colony 
have disappeared and instantly associates the 
trap with their disappearance. 
Thereafter tho 
r a t s will walk around the trap and turn 
up 
their whiskers in contempt at man's 
clunis.r 


attempt to best them. 


"Kats are lovers of good eating," continued 
Dr. Hirsch, and while they feed upon refuse 
they prefer to dine upon the best in the land. 
A rat particularly relisljes a lobster supper or 
blue points on tho half shell and juicy steaks. 
This is where the great danger to the human 
family lies. 
Delicacies left in tho home 
on 
the table for late lunches for an after-theater 
supper offer a tempting bait for the rat. While 
tho family is away the rat, which has been 
prowling in the alley among refuse, gains en- 
trance to the house and carries the germs from 
tho refuse to the table. 
The rat will nibble so 
carefully at the delicacies that the diners will 
never know there has been anyone at the table 
ahead of them." 


which they are particularly fond.

Tho owner of the warehouse wouldn't listen to 
my explanations that a poisoned rat never runs 
back into its hole to die.

Every school child remembers the fairy tale 
of the rat-killer of Hamelin, who rid tho quaint 
city of the rats by tho magic playing of his 
pipes, and then, when the burgomaster refused 
to pay him, lured the children into the moun- 
tain side through the charm of the music ho 
made. 
Dr. Hirsch has often been nicknamed a 
modern pied piper, but his methods are not so 


spectacular 
nor 
do they lend themselves g» 
well to romancing. 


The doctor's power over the rat is due to blk 
long years of laboratorj- study coupled with hi» 
first-hand 
knowledge of rats and chemistry haA 
solved the problem for him. 
Different occasionff 
demand different poisons, and, in the words oi 
the professor, you must know your enemy be- 
fore you can fight him. 


Meeting Dr. Hirsch casually you would nevef 
take him for the world's champion rat killer. 
Ruddy complexioned and gray-haired, with m 
humorous twinkle in his eyes, he looks mora 
like a successful small merchant or a traveling 
salesman nearing the period of a comfortable 
voluntary 
retirement 
from 
the 
worries 
a n d 
stress of business life. 
Only when he begins to 
talk on his favorite topic—the extermination of 
the rat—you realize that Dr. Hirsch is no or(U> 
nary man. 


His hobby is the advocation of the establish- 
ment of laboratories and schools in all metro- 
politan cities, where the study of vermin would 
be taken up on a scientifis scale. 


"What Is tho good of wealthy men leaving 
millions to schools and to build hospitals?" he 
exclaimed. 
"Why not get at the root of tho 
evil? 
Exterminate 
the 
major causes of 
the 
diseases to which the human family Is heir. 
P^ats are carriers of typhoid and 
tuborculosi« 
germs 
as well as 
dozens of other 
diseases. 
Bedbugs are a cause of cancer and roaches are 
typhoid and malaria germ carriers. 
If we hgid 
the means to exterminate these vermin, 
how 
many hospitals would close their doors'." 


Dr. Hirach said he could clean the rats out 
of any city as effectually as the pied plpaw 
drove tho rodents out of Hamelin. 
Ail 
that 
would be necessary would be the co-operation 
ol the Police Department and of the Board of 
Health. 


"A certain day would have to be set aside," 
he explained, "as rat-killing day. 
Before t h a t 
day the police would have to take to 
every 
homo a package of poison and leave explicit 
instructions on how to strew it. 
At the given 
hour curfew bells and whistles could be blown 
and the telephone companies could co-operate 
by reminding their customers to begin the kill- 
ing process. 


"The 
poison 
would 
contain 
ingredients 
of 
which rats are extremely fond and their sensi- 
tive smell would soon draw them out of their 
holes. 
The rest would be easy. 
Of course the 
Health Department would have to follow u p 
immediately collecting the dead rats, otherwlsa 
there would be danger of an epidemic. 
This 
would not be difficult, because, as I said, a poi- 
soned rat will run into the open air to die. 
A 
campaign of this sort would leave few rats in • 
city." 


Dr. Hirsch took up the profession of rat-kill- 
ing by accident, he said, and found It so profit- 
able a field he now has a permanent office in 
New York. 
While a student at the University 
of Heidelberg h9 devoted all his spare timo to 
studying butterflies and other insects and lated» 
rats. 
Instead 
of 
taking part 
in the 
sword 
fights 
and drinking bouts of the classmates, he 
preferred to amuse himself watchiiig tho antl 
of his collection of rats and mice and bu 
The other students called him "Der 
Ratte 
faenger"—the rat catcher—and told him he wa' 
crazy. 


Today many of the students wish they had 
been as "crazy" as the rat catcher of Heidel- 
berg. 
It was years later, however, before Dr. 
Hirsch 
thought 
of 
putting 
his 
remarkable 
knowledge to commercial use. 


Tho rooming house where he was 
staying 
while a chemist in New York was partly in- 
fested with rats and one day the landlady told 
him her woes in trying to battle with the pesti. 


"Why, I can fix that easy enough," the chem- 
iFt replied. 
He prepared the necessar>- poison« 
and after a few hours' work there wasn't a rat 
left 
in 
tho 
house. 
Of 
course 
the 
landlady 
couldn't keep tiio good news to herself and it 
soon 
spread 
about 
the 
neighborhood. 
The 
owner of a row of apartments in the next block 
called upon Dr. Hirsch and begged him to rid 
the apartments of rodents. 
When the work was 
done he presented the rat killer with a check 
for a handsome sum. 
In ail of his work a f t e r 
that Dr. Hirsch said he made it a rule never 
to charge poor people for exterminating rats in 
their homes. 
Like a physician, he believes in 
letting the wealthy pay. 
i 


Several years ago Dr. Hirsch was employed 
as official rat killer by tho United States Gov- 
ernment and drove more than 5000 rats out of 
the Capitol Building. 
Ho also cleaned the 
r ^ 
out of the Treasury Department, the Navy Dg» 
partment and was employed by the Department 
of Agriculture to give advice on the extermina- 
tion of vermin. 
A special law had to be passed 
by Congress before Dr. Hirsch could be em« 
ployed, as the United States laws made no pro- 
vision for hiring rat killers. 
In addition 
D n 
Hirsch has been employed by numerous lead- 
ing steamship companies, warehouse firms and 
others. 
Among his prized possessions is a let- 
ter from the late J. P. Morgan thanking the 
chemist for services rendered. 


Dr. 
Hirsch 
was awarded 
tho 
contract 
for 
cleaning rats and mice out of the St. Louis Coli- 
seum to prepare that building for the National 
Democratic Convention. 


\\TiIle the doctor was talking to a reported 
a 
maid appeared at the window 
of a room 
across the courtyard from that occupied by him. 
The maid had a "fly-swatter" in her hand and 
was energetically engaged "swatting" flies in 
accordance 
with the most Improved 
methods 
of the day. 


Tho sight caused Dr. Hirsch to throw up his 
hands in a sort of "what's-tho-use" 
fashion 
t n d a look of disgust appeared upon his face. 


"That la," ho said, "my Idea of a useless oc- 
cupation. 
Tho fly swatter is about as effective 
a weapon to exterminate files as a pea-shootir 
would be to sink a dreadnaught. 
Let me give 
you some 
figures." 


The doctor took a pencil and made a few 
rapid calculations. 


"On June 1 a fly lays 120 eggs," he calcul%te4 
aloud. 
"Say that 
half 
of these hatch. 
iSf 
June 10 there will be in existence sixty fl:ca. 
In a short time they will grow up and lay 120 
eggs oach. 
On that basis by September 2S tlwt 
one fiy will have Indirectly caused the exist- 
ence of this number—3f>3,564,672,000,000,000.000/* 
which he wrote on oaner. 


"Now, you see," he commented, "whet a real- 
ly tremendous Job it is. 
And the answer is not 
the rat trap or the tly swatter, but the Ub9* 
ratory."

Now, 
all volunteer 
firemen 
will 
please 
remain 
seated. 
It's the system, not the men. 
Here 
is an 
illustration, 
an 
^ ^ 
\ y 
example set for all cities of 
the 10,000 population class in America. 
It will 
reduce fire insurance one-third. 


Webster Groves, Mo., was a typical sufferer 
. from 
the 
haphazard, 
volunteer, 
fire-fighting 
system. 
But Webster Groves has ceased play- 
ing the role of a weakling in the battle with 
America's ilre plague, and, having 
discarded 
the volunteer department, now occupies the po- 
Eition of being far in the lead of any other city 
of its Eize in the Mississippi Valley in the mat- 
ter of adequate fire protection and 
fire-fight- 
Ing facilities. 


The volunteer system is a more or less fa- 
miliar phase in the life of the growing com- 
munities of this country. 
Unable 
to pay m

dual services $5 per month morn. 
Each chauf- 
feur Is paid $65 a month, and the men are paid 
150. 
With one day off each week, six men are 
on duty twenty-four hours of every other day. 
At a fire, every man pitches In ana does hi« 
full share of the work. 


But the mere apparatus and men are only th« 
very visible p a n of Webster's Fire Department- 
The 
imperioutfy 
clanging 
apparatus 
trailing 
acrid smoke oli>it charges down the streets la 
only 
the 
ultJ!ftiate production. 
Behind 
th« 
scenes there has been the vital work neces- 
sary to make for the most effective staging. 


Underlying the organization of any fire de- 
partment which is going to be efficient Is a 
mass of drj' detail work which the City Coun- 
cil and officials must dispose of. 


Along with the establishment of the depart- 
ment 
itself, Webster 
has created a 
building 
code, a 
fire-hazard 
inspection system, a 
fire 
alarm signal system and various other 
more 
minor necessities to supplement the work of 
the men and trucks. 


Believing in fire prevention as the first prin- 
ciple of fire protection, Webster has enacted a 
building code of sufficiently rigid provisions to 
climliiate dangerous buildings from the town- 
All plans and specifications of projected build- 
ings must pass the conditions imposed by the 
building code before the building may be start- 
ed. 
All wiring must be inspected and passed 
while the building is in the course of construc- 
tion, and only buildings that comply 
entirely 
with the city's requirements ran 
be erected. 
Xo fire traps may be built in Webster Groves. 


The accumulation of waste matter in cellars, 
sheds and innocent 
out-of-the-way places 
ia 
another menace which causes fires. Proper or- 
dinances have been enacted to enable this haz- 
ard to be reduced to a minimum. 
Men of tho 
fire department are required to devote part of 
their time to making inspection of 
premises 
throughout the city to discover and eliminate 


regular fire department, and more often with- 
out the initiative to maintain one, the smaller 
cities have resorted to the only alternative— 
that of citizen 
firemen. 


Where the volunteer system exists it means 
that groups of the citizens have formed 
fire 
companies in their town. 
Usually a 
various 
amount of equipment, seldom all standardized 
or even adapted to conditions, forms the prop- 
erty of the different volunteer 
organizations. 
Sometimes the apparatus, with its accompany- 
. ing hose and chemicals, is hand-drawn, 
and 
again it may be hor.v»-drawn. 
B u t the 
one 
thing about it is that, »ecause no single au- 
thority is exercised owir It, it is a decidedly 
Inefficient aggr5>~«.tion df property. 


Moreover, the ijremen, themselves, are never 
re&idents of the engine houses. 
Naturally, un- 
paid citizen volunteers would decline to go so 
f a r in their civic loyalty as to live at the houses. 
The result is that, whenever a fire occurs, the 
men must first come to the engine house and then 
proceed to the Are. 
r-.-hen the hazard is great- 
• est—at night—the firemen must also be awak- 
ened and given tlnA» to dress before they can 
come for the apparatus. 


The one redeeming feature about 
volunteer 
companies is that tliey form fairly lively social 
o i e ^ I a a t l o n s . 
In fact, that Is about all the 
real practical wortl. they have. 
. It is not stretching a point to say that much 
of the fire loss which America has to contend 
•with comes from just the lack of protection 
Which the smaller communities have. 
Any flre- 
man or fire expert will tell you that the vital 


part of every blaze comes during the first five 
minutes. 
If water can be thrown on an In- 
cipient fire within those first five minutes, the 
danger is over. 
Obviously, where it takes a s 
much as ten minutes to half an hour for the 
fire company to reach the scene of its work, 
little hope can be held out for adequate pro- 
tection. 


Webster Groves had come to a 
realization 
that her volunteer system was unable to give 
. satisfactory service, just as many another town 
has realized. 
The inevitable dissension which 
Eome affair, trivial or otherwise, brings to vol- 
unteer systems, embroiled the two 
companies 
of Webster, and 
dissension 
drove home 
the 
realization of the system's danger. 


This suburb of St. Louis boasts of a popula- 
tion around the 10,000 mark. 
It is an 
enter- 
prlsinK city of the third class, having about 
fifty-seven 
miles of streets, of which 75 per 
cent are improved. 
A year ago, Webster's In- 
suxance rating was 
today, after the 
re- 


placement of the volunteer department by 
a 
paid one, the insurance rating is 


When the dissension came and the low effl- 
ciency of the volunteer companies was reduced 
still 
lower, 
the 
citizens 
immediately 
took 
a 
hand. 
Through the Fire Prevention 
Commit- 
tee of the City Council, a rigid 
investigation 
was made of conditions throughout the country. 


In order bettor to grasp the situation, 
the 
three members of the committee made a trip 
oi observation and comparison to other cities 
adjacent. 
St. Loul? w a s the field of much in- 
veetigation. 
But .the committee saw also the 
Springfield (Mo.) Fire Department, which 
t h ^ 
praised as a model .for smaller town equipment, 
and the 
fire-fighting 
facilities of various cities 
as far east a s Ohio. 
j 


Returning with pretty definite Ideas a s to the 


comparative value of volunteer and paid organ- 
izations, the committee was neither slow nor 
considerate In 
making Its 
recommendatlons. 
The three members saw that tho only solution 
of the problem was the establishment of a mu- 
nicipally owned and controlled fire department 
with a corps of paid men, who would be all the 
time available for duty—and not subject to petty 
dissensions. 


Having even previously sensed the necessity 
for the change, the city had a year before voted 
a bond Issue sufficient to construct two per- 
manent engine houses which would serve then 


ao hea-dquarters for the volunteers and event- 
ually for the Inevitable paid department. 
These 
engine 
houses 
were 
commodious 
enough 
for 
their future use. 
They were erected on munici- 
pal property at proper locations, and involved a 
total expense of ?l.i,000. 


The Fire Prevention Committee also sought 
and secured conferences and specifications from 
the Missouri Inspection Bureau and the state 
insurance commissioner to determine just what 
was necessary in order to obtain a better re- 
classification of the city 
in insurance 
rates. 
The result of the committee's work was to rec- 


ORDINANCES NECESSARY 


H 


E R E are the laws that must be passed 
by the average city of 10,000 in order 
to reduce the fire insurance one-third, 
in 
substance, 
the 
ordinances, 
which 
were 
passed by Webster Groves in order to start 
the Fire Department working: 


Provide for the erection of fire escapes on 
certain designated public buildings. 


Define and establish fire limits and zones 
for the city. 


Hegulate th« construction and 
equipment 
of buildings and other structures, by— 


(1) Requiring the approval of the build- 
ing inspector on all plans and specifica- 
tions of proposed buildings or alterations 
on existing buildings, before actual work 
begins. 


<2) Prohibiting frame construction'with- 
in the fire limits and requiring the use of 
noncombustlble material In walla erected 
on lots adjoining the location of frame 
buildings already In existence. 


(3) Establishing a standard 
thickness 
of walls and materials, 
and 
requiring 


walls of noncombustlble 
materials 
and 
added thickness in all flues and 
chim- 
neys, and rigidly prohibiting 
dangerous 
wooden timbers within a certain distance 
of 
flues. 


(4) Prohibiting dangerous 
and 
unsafe 
heating apparatus or pipes. 
Give the building inspector power to en- 
force the ordinances, to supervise construc- 
tion and reconstruction, and to report to the 
mayor and City Council regarding the-con- 
dition of the city on all matters pertaining 
to fire prevention. 


Provide 
for tho 
care and 
inspection 
of 
premises by the Fire Department to safe- 
guard the public and property against fire. 


Prescribe rules and regulations for elec- 
trical wiring and electi-lcai appliances and 
establish 
tho office of electrical 
inspector 
with power to enforce standard safety; pre- 
cautions in the use of electric wiring and 
appliances. 


Other ordinances provide for water mains, 
taxation, etc. 


cmmend from the statistics In Its possession 
and the observation It had made that the paid 
system be adopted. 


The recommendation took the form of propos- 
ing another bond issue to inaugurate the paid 
department. 
Accordingly, another 515,000 was 
voted by the citizens for the purchase of tho 
necessary vehicles and other equipment. 
The 
committee immediately engaged itself In work- 
ing out details of organization and installation. 


Two of the latest, most efficient motor trucks 
v/ere purchased, one for each of the two munici- 
pal companies which the committee decided to 
form. 
The new trucks cost tho city $10.000 in 
themselves, and 
additional 
equipment 
to 
the 
extent of the other $5000 has been added. 
Hose 
had to be supplied; nozzle-mounts for the lad- 
ders were necessary; and other Incidentals have 
been added. 
Two light runabouts for the chiet 
iind his assistant were also purchased. 
Tlio 
buildings were of course instantly utilized by 
the paid department. 


One 
truck 
has a 
motor 
pump 
attachment 
capable of throwing in one stream 900 gayons 
per minute or dividing up that 
quantity 
in 
three streams. 
The other, while not built for 
pumping water, has a 
turret-nozzle 
mounted 
upon 
It which 
combines 
the 
force of 
three 
streams through it at one time. 
The larger 
truck carries 1500 feet of standard hose; the 
smaller one carries 1400 feet. 


Tho personnel of the new department 
con- 
sists of seven men. 
The chief heads the de- 
partment. 
Under him are an assistant chief, 
two chauffeurs and three 
firemen. 
The chief, 
li. M. Odien, was a member of the St. Louis 
Palvase 
Corps for four years, 
and 
for 
tour 
years more was stationed at one of the greatest 
fire hazards in the city. 
He is an experienced 
fireman, and will make of his new department 
an organization bent more upon duty than per- 
sonalities. 


The chief receives |110 per month. 
His assist- 
ant. who Is also obliged to act as the official 
head of the Street Department, receives for his 


the 
lurki.ng 
danger 
in 
the 
dark 
corners 
of 
buildings. 
A volunteer 
system 
never 
would 
have thought of that. 


The increased cost of the new equipment ha» 
been met by a bond issue. 
This necessitated a n 
increase in taxation of about 5 cents on th« 
$100 valuation. 
But (and this is the real prid* 
of Webster) the insurance rate was automatlc- 
:illy reduced 33 1-3 per cent. 
Absolutely one- 
third of the insurance premiums which the citi- 
zens 
of 
the 
town 
were 
paying 
was 
wiped 
away—and the same insurance protection 
re- 
mained. 
The property owners are the taxpay- 
ers, and they have felt that the slight increas« 
of their taxes is more than offset by the reduc- 
tion in their insurance bills. 


That is a mere monetary consideration. 
Tli« 
rew system mefens more than that; it means 
adequate protection and 
independence of 
th« 
haphazard 
volunteer 
system. 
The 
city doe« 
not contemplate the use of volunteers to assist 
the paiG 
firemen. 


In their conferences with the 
underwriter« 
the members of the Fire Prevention Commltte« 
l«;arned that motor trucks in a paid 
depart- 
ment meant 100 per cent greater efficiency from 
the insurer's standpoint than horse-drawn ap- 
paratus. 
The insurance men said they would 
draw a ring two miles in diameter with the en- 
K'nc house which contained a raotG# vaj^ic. « • 
the center, and that within tliat raulus Insur- 
ance rates would be a certain amount. 
But 
with a horse-drawn engine company as the cen- 
ter the circle would have only one-half 
th« 
radius and one-fourth the area—and the insur- 
ance rate would be the same as for the largei 
circle. 


Webster Groves men saw the slgniiicanco of 
the Ui>.derwEiters' statement. 
The two circle« 
will inclose practically all of the town, and tho 
two automobiles cover the circles thoroughly. 
Hence the great reduction in insurance n>tes> 
Other cities have the same conditions to cop« 
with; the disposition must inevitably b« tiM 
same.

couldn't keep the good news to herself and It 
soon spread about the neighborhood.

Several years ago Dr. Hlrsch was employed 


as official rat killer by the United States Gov- 
ernment and drove more than 5000 rats out Of 
tho Capitol Building. Ho also cleaned the rat* 
out of the Treasury Department, the NaVy-.TO** 
partment and was employed by the Department 
of Agriculture to give advice on the extermina- 
tion of vermin. A special law had to be passed 
by Congress before Dr. Hirsch could be em- 
ployed, as the United States laws made no pro- 
vision for hiring rat killers. 
In addition Dr. 


Hlrsch has been employed by numerous lead-* 
ing steamship companies, warehouse firms and 
others. Among his prized possessions is a let- 
ter from thc late J. P. Morgan thanking th« l 
chemist for services rendered. 


Dr. Hirsch was awarded the contract for 


cleaning rats and mice out of the St. Louis Coli- 
seum to prepare that building for the National 
Democratic Convention.

The other, while not builv. for 
pumping water, has a turret-nozzle moulted 
upon it which combines the force of three 
streams throuch it at one time. Thc larger 
truck carries 1500 feet of standard hose; thc

| slsts of seven men. The chief hearts the rtc- 


pnttment. 
Under him arc an assistant chief, 


two chauffeurs and three firemen. The chief. 
K. M. Odicn. was a member of thc St. Louts 
Salvage Corps for four years, and for four 
years more was stationed at one of the gfcatcst 
Pre hazards in thc- city. He Is an cxperlcncea 
fireman, and will make of his new department 
ar. organization bent more upon duty than per- 
sonalities. 


Thc chief receives SHO per month. His assist- 


ant, who is also obliged to act as the official 
head of the Street Department, receives for his 


the lurking danger in the dark corners ot 
buildings. 
A volunteer system never would 


have thought of that. 


The increased cost of the new equipment has 


been met by a bond issue. This necessitated an 
increase In taxation of about 5 cents on th» 
$100 valuation. But (and this is the real pride 
of Webster) thc insurance rate was automatic- 
ally reduced 33 1-3 per cent. 
Absolutely one- 


third of thc insurance premiums which the citi- 
zens of the town were paying was wiped 
away—and the same insurance protection re- 
mained. The property owners are the taxpay- 
ers, and they have felt that the slight increasa 
of their taxes is more than offset by the reduc- 
tion in their insurance bills. 


That is a mere monetary consideration. The 


rcw system means more than that; it mean* 
adequate protection and independence of th« 
haphazard volunteer system. 
The city does 


not contemplate the use of volunteers to assist 
the pa:a iiremen. 


In their conferences with the underwriters 


the members of the Fire Prevention Committee 
itarnc'l that motor trucks in u paid depart- 
ment meant 100. per cent greater efficiency from 
the insurer's standpoint than horse-drawn a})- 
jinra'ViS. Thn insurance men said they would 
draw a ring two miles in diameter with the en- 
ifijie boiuio which contained a motor1 •-•?.•:« <u 
the center, and that within tiiat raOius Insur* 
,11.co rates would be a certain amount. 
But 


with a horse-drawn engine company as thc cen- 
ter thc circle would have only one-half tha 
radius and one-fourth the area—and the insur- 
ance rate would be the .same as for the large* 
circle. 


Webster Groves men saw the significance of 


the underwriters' statement. The two circle! 
will inclose .-.radically all of the town, and tho 
two automobiles cover the circles thoroughly. 
Hence tho great reduction in insurance -stes. 
Other cities have thc same conditions to cope 
with; ths disposition must inevitably be Uie 
sumo.
